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REMARKS 


The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 18th Maroh 1950 relate to 192 
towns with an estimated population of 25,009 thousands* The 
total number of towns is 231 and their population is 28,171 
thousands. Thus 83% of the total nuxnber of towns represen- 
ting 89% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns 
were 13,333 and 9,240 representing birth and death rates of 
27-7 and 19 '2 per thousand of population respectively. 

(4) States (Parts A and C) —The data here relate to 
163 towns with an estimated population of 21,940 thousands. 
Information for Bihar and Assam could not be included. The 
total number of towns is 199 and their population is 24,599 
thousands. Thus 82% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 89% of the total population is oovored. The numbers 
of births and doaths recorded in these towns were 11,741 and 
8,349 representing birth and death rates of 27*8 and ;V 19*8 
per thousand of population respectively. The table at the 
end gives the position by states. 


The towns of Mayuram in Madras, Puri in Orissa and 
Nabadwip in West Bengal recorded high death rates of 53*6, 
52*0 and 55*7 per thousand of population respectively. I r 
Mayuram, there was a considerable number of deaths fror 
Cholera. In Puri, the high death rate was mainly due U- 
deaths from fevers and smallpox and in Nabadwip the high 
death rate was largely due to death# from Cholera an<^ 
fevers, 

(1?) States (Part B) : — The data here relate to 29 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,069 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 32 and their population is 3,572 
thousands. Thus 90 of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 86 % of the total population is covered* The 
numbers of births and deaths recorded were 1,592 and 891 
representing birth and death rates of 27*0 and 16*1 per 
thousand of population respectively. 

Jamnagar in Saurashtra waB the only town which had a 
high death rate of 60* 4 per thousand of population and this 
high death rate was mainly due to deaths from fever e and 
respiratory diseases.
